One of the most controversial figures 
in early radio, Lee de Forest, inventor of 
the Audion triode capitalizing on the 
Edison effect, was born in Council 
Bluffs, IA on August 26, 1873. 


The audion was a very imperfect low- 
vacuum tube, but it did have gain—the 
first such radio component. With gain, 
it could be configured both as an ampli- 
fier and an oscillator, though it was left 
up to de Forest’s great rival Edwin Arm- 
strong to explain just how this worked. 


De Forest was tremendously ambi- 
tious and hard working, but tact, humil-

ity, and finesse were not traits he val- 
ued. He started and was partner to 
several companies, most driven de- 
funct due to bad business decisions, 
crooks who pulled the wool over his 
eyes, or legal expenses. His litigious- 
ness was sometimes rewarded howev- 
er—most notably in the 1924 case 
against Armstrong for the rights to the 
regenerative receiver circuit. 


Having proclaimed himself Father of 
Radio and Grandfather of Television, 
De Forest died in 1961 at age 87, al- 
most bankrupt.
